The project is the expansion of the Planada Community Services District wastewater treatment plant (WWTP) capacity, and

change in disposal method, to comply with the waste discharge requirement issued by the Central Valley Regional Water Quality

Control Board. The chosen alternative for effluent disposal of evaporation/percolration/agricultural reclamation consists of storing

the effluent in percolation ponds during the winter months to be later used for agricultural irrigation during the hot and dry

summer months, Treated effluent is currently discharged to Miles Creek, a water of the U.S. and tributary to the San Joaquin River.

With the implementation of the project, treated effluent will no longer be discharged to Miles Creek, but will be used for irrigation

of fodder, fiber, and seed crops. The Disirict has acquired 20 acres of land located immediately adjacent to the southwest potion of

the plant site for the expansion, and plans to acquire 321 additional acres of prime farmland around the WWTP site for effluent

disposal,

and suckers. The draft EIR indicates that there will be significant and unavoidable effect on these species by eliminating the discharge.

The elimination of discharge to Miles Creek will effect riparian habitats with a less than significant impact as there no riperian habitats

downstream of the discharge point, and terrestrial wildlife in a less than significant impact with careful monitoring of the project site

throughout the construction phase {see draft EIR page 65).
